U. S. Increases 


London.—The navy estimates were 
in the House of Commons’ program. 
They are down nearly one-half the 
amount voted last year, being a net 


- sum of £84,500,000, as compared with 


157,000,000. Provision is made for 
136,000. personnel, against 280,000. The 
First Lord of the Admiralty was’ gi- 
ven full credit in the discussion for], 
his important reductions. 

Interesting facts in his explanatory 
statement are that the capital ship, in 
the opinion of the naval staff, remains 
the unit on which sea power is built, 
and that it is proposed to create a na- 
val air wing. The First Lord said that 
Admiral Jellicoc’s report on the do- 
minions’ navies will require very care- 
ful consideration, and that a scheme 
could ‘only be settled by discussion 
with representatives of the dominions 
in London. Movement would neces- 
sarily be slow in these developments. 
The dominions had accepted the fe- 
sponsibility and made heroic sacrifices 
and were bearing great burdens. They 
must not be hurried in these naval de- 
velopments. 

Washington. — The United States 
naval experts say the country is build- 
ing more warship tonnage mat any 
other nation. 

Twelve super- -dreadnoughts and ai 
great battle cruisers, aggregating 665,- 
400 tons, are under construction in 
private navy yards. They will carry 
a total of 152 16-inch guns and 24 14- 


inch guns, and will have the new elee-| 
. tric drive engines. 


With the completion of this ficet, 
probably in 1923, the United States 
will have a battle force of 19 super- 
dreadnoughts and six battle cruisers 
in the first Tine, and eight dread- 
noughts and a number of stnaller bat- 
tleships in the ‘second. line.

This counter- 
revolution was engineered by the mili- 
tarists and the reactionary Prussians, 
and a new “Imperial” Government set 
up in Berlin under the chancellorship 
of Dr. Kapp, who was. one of those 
who opposed the armistice in Noyem- 
bet, 1918, and wished to continue the 
war after the abdication and flight of 
the Kaiser. He is a Prussian of the 
Prussians» General von Lucttwitz, 
another Prussian, and one of the mili- 


mander-in-chief of the army. 

In an endeavor to defeat the aims 
of the military party, and a possible 
restoration of the the

Canadian Holsteins 
For Great Britain 


Year a Shipment of Holsteins 
From Canada Will Enter 
England 

A few years ago a shipment of 
Holstein-Fresian breeding stock was 
by special government permission al- 
lowed to enter England from Holland, 
and it is from these foundation ani- 
mals that the numerous British herds 
of this breed have been derived. It 
now seems that the time has come 
when it will be necessary to introduce 
fresh blood for the revival of these 
British stocks,.and to that end it is 
stated that next year a shipment of 
Holsteins from Canada will be permit- 
ted to enter England. The cattle will 
require to be introduced on.a special 
dispensation, for the British Govern- 
ment does not permit entry of live 
cattle in ordinary circumstances. 
Meats may enter: but Jive cattle have 
to jbe slaughtered at special landing 
docks, the idea being to keep out dis- 
ease. . As another shipment of Hol- 
stein-Fresians from the continent is 
out of the question, the importation 
of Canadian Holsteins is, according to 
the North British Agriculturist, to be 
allowed in over the fact that “fresh 
Fresian blood must be got if the breed 
in GreatgBritain is to be maintained,” },

Japan Denies Report 


Story That She Bought Victory In 
1904-5 “Preposterous” 
London.— The Japanese Embassy 
here issued the following statement: 
“Referring to the news circulated 
in the last few days to the effect that

Interesting statistics of the dairy- 
ing industry in the.province of Brit- 
ish’ Columbia ha¥é recently been given 
by the minister’ of agriculture.
